Serio said the Van Buren 
Township distribution center 
will replace current distribution 
facilities of Coca-Cola Bottlers of 
Detroit in Livonia. 

Robert DeMattia, president of 
R.A. DeMattia Company , said he 
was impressed and appreciative 


of the pro-business attitude of the 
Van/ Buren Township elected 
officials. 

“We’ve been putting this pack- 
age together for months, “De- 
Mattia said, "and the Supv. Cul- 
lin and the Board of Trustees 
have been aggressively coopera- 
tive in trying to win this distribu- 
tion facility for Van Buren 
Township,” 

The new distribution center 
will be financed through the 
sales of $2.5 million Van Buren 
Township Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation bonds. R.A.

Who should pay for study? 



A court ordered assessment for 
expenses on a drain study has split 
the Romulus City Council and admi- 
nistration on whether the monies to 
pay should come from the city-at- 
large or from the drain district in- 
volved. 

Circuit Judge Charles Kaufman 
has ordered the cities of Romulus, 
Woodhaven. Gibralter, Southgate 
and the townships of Brownstown 
and Huron to cough up the money 
for the Blakely Drain Improvement 
District. 

The costs for the engineering 
study for the proposed improve- 
ment has led to a legal entangle- 
ment which Brownstown attorney 
William J. DeBiasi is hoping to re- 
solve 

DeBiasi hopes to get a stay of 
Judge Kaufman's order and fight 
the assessment because he feels the 
cities and townships involved 
' have not had their day in court ’ 

Romulus’ share of the Blakely 
Drain study comes to approximate- 


ly $150,000. City Attorney Charles 
M Lowther, in a statement to 
Mayor William M. Oakley and the 
City Council pointed out ‘“that the 
city is under a current obligation to 
‘levy sufficient taxes* to bring the 
debt current. Although there is 
necessarily some confusion as to 
whether this levy is in compliance 
with the Headlee Amendment, the 
levy was ordered by the Circuit 
Court. 

“It is well settled by case law that 
a municipality may be legally re- 
quired to levy to pay a judgment . by 
Writ of Mandamus, which was done 
in this case 

“Inasmuch as the city has been 
ordered to make a levy, it risks con- 
tempt of court in failing to do so . . 

However, who should pay for the 
levy? Should those who would have 
benefited by the drain improve- 
ment or the citv-at-large ? 

Councilmen Jimmie Raspberry 
and John Lewkowicz say that city 
charter mandates that when an im- 


provement occurs, those residents 
who would benefit from the im- 
provement are legally liable for the 
payment. 

However, the court order says 
that the city-at-large should be 
assessed, according to attorney 
Lowther and Mayor Oakley s inter- 
pretation. 

Lewkowicz said that he inter- 
preted DeBiasi’s arguments to 
mean that the communities in- 
volved were misled by the county 
dram commissioner That he (the 
drain commissioner) led the cities 
to believe that a drain would be built 
and improved, and costs were 
levied for the study to be made, but 
nothing actually took place. 

Raspberry argued that the city 
charter points out the specifics and 
the city is mandated to uphold the 
law of the charter 

“My contention is that the people 
who would have benefited from the 
improvement on the Blakely Drain 
should have been assessed for the

drains and it is my sincere opinion 
that the assessment should not be 
at-large. 

“I also interpret Judge Kauf- 
man’s ruling to defend by opinion. *’ . 
Raspberry said 

Councilman Barry Baumann has 
mixed feelings about assessing the 
residents for the study which has 
been lost in time 

“According to DeBiasi. we were 
not given our day in court. 
Baumann noted “And the court has 
gone right ahead and ordered the 
city to pay the money We have no 
choice but to pay 

* Now. you should not have to 
assess people unless the residents 
in that area are going to derive 
some sort of benefit from that im- 
provement But I feel that the court 
has ordered the assessment at- 
large and until proven or ordered 
otherwise, the city has to obey that 
order or face contempt charge^ 
Baumann concluded 


Romulus Schools will go for it one 
more time. 

The Board of Education, after 
much debate and discussion, has 
decided to ask local voters to 
approve an 8.5 renewal levy and an 
additional mill for school repairs 
and renovations. 

The action came over the dissent- 
ing vote of newly-electgd board 
member Ed Wilkerson. 

Two separate tax proposals will 
appear on the ballot on a special 
school election scheduled for Sept. 
13. The first proposal will be what 
school officials label an * •all- 
important’' levy, a 8.5 renewal. The 
second proposal asks for one mill 
additional in taxes for mainte- 
nance, repairs asbestos removal 
and vehicle purchases. 

The new mill will generate appro- 
ximately $316,000 for school mainte- 
nance. President Dan Bales said 
that “We are going to have tp'db 
something about the asbestos 
lem at the high school. OCHA isl 
involved and we may have to gi 
each employee a physical. What ab- 
out our children who go through 
several years at the high school?” 

The motion was made by trustee 
Dick Campbell and seconded by 
Treasurer Marvicsin It passed by a 
vote of 6-1 with newly elected Trus- 
tee Ed Wilkerson voted no 
Wilkerson felt the board should 
concentrate on one issue at a time 
and right now the 8.5 renewal is top 
priority.

Mr and Mrs. Weiss said they were 
both badly shaken up by the inci- 
dent but not hurt 

If this collision had happened an 
hour earlier than it did.' Weiss 
said. I don t know what the out- 
come would have been We had 11 
others on the boat at that time 


Weiss said that the accident 
occurred around 11:15 p m. Satur- 
day night . about 100 feet from shore 
in the west end of the lake. He said 
that he has lived on the lake for 15 
years and has operated a boat every 
year and ‘ this is the first time any- 
thing like this has ever happened 
And I feel fortunate.' ' 

However, the lake doesn’t have 
patrols any more and some of the 
boat owners are apparently taking 
advantage of the situation We see 
boats speeding and cruising 


dangeroulsy out there. Something 
must be done. " 

Wayne County Sheriffs Depart- 
ment had patrolled the lake in the 
past. They pulled their manpower 
from the waters a year and a half 
ago due to budget cutbacks.

An answer 
to Yurchak 

EDITOR — We would like to 
respond to the letter of Ron Yur- 
chak ( Belleville Enterprise. July 
21. 1982) addressed to Mary Lou 
Carey’s letter, (Belleville Enter- 
prise, July 14, 1982). 

In paragraph #2 Mr. Yurchak 
applauds Ms. Carey for surviv- 
ing a recall attempt because she 
does a “good job as Clerk in 
Huron Township”. 

In paragraph #9 Mr. Yurchak 
questions Ms. Carey’s qualifica- 
tions as a ’’Certified Municipal 
Clerk” and suggests she should 
go back for refresher courses. 

In paragraph #4, Mr. Yurchak 
' confirms the fact he paid the re- 
. quired deposit and was given a 
permit to display signs in com- 
pliance with the Township Ordi- 
nance covering the display of 
political signs. 

Mr. Yurchak are you aware tht 
the State Act on Safety Regula- 
tions forbids the erection of signs 
on the road ‘ ‘right of way ’ ’ and on 
utility poles? 

The safety Act is specifically 
for the safety of employees of the 
utility companies who may have 
to ’ ‘shinny up” the poles. Can you 
imagine the uproar if a utility 
company employee is injured be- 
cause of staples, nails, screws, 

: etc . hammered into the poles ! ! ! ! 
Mr. Yurchak do you or any 
member of your recall commit- 
tee have written permission to 
display your recall signs on the 
public utility poles? 

In paragraph #5, Mr. Yurchak 
states that members of the Van 
Buren Township Board refused 
to answer questions put to them. 
When Mr. Yurchak? 

We have been present at more 
* town board meetings than you or 
• members of your recall commit- 
tee and the questions have been 
answered to the best of their abil- 

■ ity by members of the Town 
Board. 

Mr. Yurchak, who is backing 
your recall attempt? Are the 
backers all residents of Van 
Buren Township? Or are they 
outsiders who are ‘ ‘sticking their 
; noses into other peoples’ busi- 
, ness”? (a quote from paragraph 

■ # 11 .) 

If you, Mr. Yurchak, talked to 
thousands of people in Van Buren 
Township (paragraph 11) who 
are opposed to the present gov- 
ernment, how come only 2.000 
people signed your recall peti- 
tions? How many of the approxi- 
mate 2,000 residents did you talk 
to? Did that include minor aged 
residents? 

It is strange that you, Mr. Yur- 
chak and members of your recall 
committee supported the elec- 
tion of Mr. Tim Toohey as Trus- 
tee in the November 1980 election 
— BUT — when he refused to do 
your bidding you turned against

Mr. Yurchak in paragraph #7 
you have mandated to the mem- 
bers of the Van Buren Township 
Board duties that are the respon- 
sibilities of the State of Michigan 
and of Wayne County.

taxpayers of Van Buren a great 
deal. Without the grants, how 
would the township have been 
able to make the dam safe? Who 
would have paid for it — the resi- 
dents? The aggressiveness of Su- 
pervisor Cullin in securing the 
federal and state funds is 
monumental. Her concern for 
saving the dam and saving the 
township from such an expense 
should be applauded. 

2. Trustee Kureth says there is 
no money available to complete 
the remaining repairs. Presently 
there are no grants available for 
this project, however, several 
private developers are very in- 
terested in investing in the 
French Landing Dam. Revenue 
Bonding is another avenue with 
which the project could be com- 
pleted and would also be at no 
extra cost to the residents. The 
bonds would be repaid by the re- 
venue earned from generating 
power. 

3. The funds for retrofitting the 
dam would be secured in con- 
junction with obtaining the funds 
for the repairs. 

4. The French Landing Dam 
Project is like many similar pro- 
jects across the county . The need 
for utilizing our natural re- 
sources (wind, solar, water) is 
becoming more evident all the 
time. There are over 30,000 small 
dams across the country and the 
Army Corps, of Engineers did an 
extensive study to determine 
which ones could begin produc- 
ing power again. The French 
Landing Dam was designated as 
a prime site for development for 
hydropower production 

The projections for revenues 
earned from producing electric- 
ity was prepared by Ayres, 
Lewis, Norris and May, the en- 
gineering firm contracted by the 
township to work on the dam 
These projections were not num- 
bers pulled out of a hat. Based on 
figures released from the Public 
Service Commission and Detroit 
Edison, the engineers were able 
to project the revenues which 
could be earned over a thrity 


year period. 

Those projections were not Su- 
pervisor Cullin s; she was wise 
enough to have professional ex- 
perts in that field forecast these 
projections, and. of course, they 
did take all the factors Trustee 
Kureth mentioned into consid- 
eration. 

Also, since other outside inves- 
tors feel secure in investing their 
money, their experts must also 
project a potential for high re- 
venues. 

One should know that all pro- 
jections are based on an average 
inflation rate. 

As far as the demand for elec- 
trical power, there will always 
be a demand, whether its water, 
sQlar, wind, oil or gas and our 
changing technology will prob- 
ably increase that demand as we 
move forward into the world of 
such things as robotics. We could 
utilize every natural resource 
available for producing power 
and the country would still have 
to import oil. 

The details of this project are 
very complex and it is not possi- 
ble to include four years of in- 
formation gathered by Super- 
visor Cullin and myself, as Com- 
munity Developer, into this let- 
ter. The exemption for the dam 
was very important, this project 
is very important — too impor- 
tant to mislead the residents with 
false information strictly for 
political gain 

As this project progresses, the 
residents will be informed with 
explicit details. Before the 
Township can operate a hyd- 
roelectric plant, the residents of 
Van Buren will have to vote their 
approval 

If the Township does not pro- 
ceed with the project, it would 
then be possible for private en- 
terprise to petition the Federal 
Government for the right to com- 
plete the development and reap 
all the monetary benefits This 
has already happened in other 
areas. I don t want to see that 
happen here until we have fully 
studied our own possiblities for 


producing power and the effe cts 
it will have on the township and 
its ability to earn rev enueis to 
help support the future dem and 
for services without additional 
burden to the taxpayers. Once 
the voters are fully informed, it 
will be their final decision. 

Trustee Kureth once stated in 
a meeting that the Township 
should not even consider going 
into a profit-making business. 
Supervisor Cullin would rather 
see the Township make money 
from the sale of power t< ) Detroit 
Edison than to obtain ne eded re- 
venue for the future out t )f all our 
pockets in the form of a( lditional 
taxes.

over for trial for first degree 
murder. 


Summer. 4 5 was arrested in Ger- 
many and extradited here Police 
allege 4 that ! Summers shot and killed 
Det Robert Gonser in the early 
hours of Au gust 8. 1968 while Gonser 
was inv/esti gating a series of sniper 
attacks on police in Inkster. 

The arrest culminated a 14-year 
investigation into the slaying of the 
State Police detective who was kil- 
led while tl le victim sat in the police 
vehicle. 

Summers, 35. was arrested on 
Feb. 20 in Worms, West Germany, 
by Interpol, and international 
police organization, on a first- 
degree mu rder warrant issued in 
June 1981 by Wayne County Pro- 


secutor William Cahalan. 

Summers’ return to the United 
States was held up by extradition 
proceedings which ended last 
month. When he got off the plane at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport he 
was accompanied by Det. Lt John 
Shewell of the Ypsilanti State 
Police post who flew to Frankfort, 
West Germany to take custody of 
the suspect. 

Sum mers was arraigned on Wed . , 
July 21. in 22nd District Court in In- 
kster. He was remanded to the 
Wayne County Jail without bond. 

A large crowd of spectators was 
in the courtroom during the pre- 
trial examination.

Budget minded cooks may have to continue 
this economical action as retail pork pr ices con- 
tinue to climb and retail beef prices .are only 
slightly lower. Analysts say the high cost of 
money is one key factor that is holdin g down 
pork production. (The June USDA report 
showed pork supplies running below last .year as 
much as 15 percent through mid- 1983) 

The reduced pork supply is helping to main- 
tain beef prices so further reductions in beef will 
be minimal Total cattle on feed at the 13 major 
feeding states is up 4 percent over a yea r ago. 
but, considering high cow slaughter rates . beef 
industry analysts believe herd espansiori this 
year will be small 

Broilers and turkeys will continue to be et ;ono- 
mical choices during August. Shoppers may 
want to add eggs to the shopping list more often 
as an inexpensive meat alternate. 

Fresh produce shoppers will find Michig an’.s 
harvest basket filled to over flowing this month . 
for starters, sweet cherries and red tart cherrie: 5 
are still available. Inquire at any farm oir 
orchard market with freezer facilities or in V hi e 
produce department of the state’s largest retai 1 
cooperatives. 

Blueberry production is at the seasonal peal c 
this week and will continue until September . 
Blueberries are widely available from super - 
markets, city markets, roadside markets an< i 
U-pick operations. Blueberries are an ideal frui t 
for beginning pickers, since you lite rally can 
pick a bucket full in a few minutes. 

Michigan's peach crop will peak eibout th* 2 
thirdweek in August. Although the national cro| i 
is down about 25 percent, Michigan has a large 1 r 
crop than last year. 

Calls to buyers indicate excellent qua! ity can - 
taloupe are coming from local growers;. Moris 
and more Michigan growers are also producinj g 
some of the specialty melons such as Cre nshav v 
and Persian 


Apple fanciers who have had it with out-of- 
state imports will want to look for Paula Red (or 
Paulared) apples, a home-grown, late summer 
apple with all the good qualities of a top fall 
apple. It’s slightly tart flavor is so thirst- 
quenching it could inspire a new pop flavor. 

A backvard cookout wouldn't be complete 
without a ScSad. Start withjiqad lettuce from 
California or a combinaticuf'djjgreens (endive, 
excarole, Romaine) grown rigM here in Michi- 
gan. The cucumber slices, tomato wedges, 
green pepper rings, carrot slivers and radish 
roses probably all originated on a Michigan 
farm.

Craig Carter is a quiet young man with a slow smile and easy manner 1 le 
appears to be an average 15-vear-old student preparing to enter tenth 
grade at John Glenn High School He likes to roller skate, plays football, 
runs track and is a fairly typical teenager with one minor exception

United States 1982 and also came close to being named the national Mr. 
Teen contestant in a recent competition held in Louisville. Ky 

The slow smile beginning. Craig explained that he began his modeling 
competition on the heels of Ins sister's dance lessons. The teacher at the 
American Dance Academy suggested that Craig who accompanied his 
sister to her sessions might en joy adagio dance lessons and his proficiency 
encouraged his instructor to urge him to take modeling lessons After only 
five modeling sessions, Craig had progressed so well his teachers urged 
him to enter his first regional contest . with modeling students from other 
schools and dance academies vying for honors. He was the undisputed 
winner in his regional competitions and moved up to the state 
contest that title safely achieved he then qualified for the national com- 
petition. Craig and his mother. Andrea, admit his rise through the ranks of 
the contests has been pretty rapid but Craig obviously enjoys what he's 
doing. 

I've made a lot of new friends and learned a lot he said He also noted 
that he now feels he's ready to attempt to take on the professional world of

four weeks to perfect the display to best suit him and the image he wanted 
to project 

Craig claimed he really never had too many doubts about attempting the 
modeling competition, but his mother had some trepidation regarding 
what his friends might say And what did they say '’ Nothing They just 
say nothing or they think it s great I ve never had any rassing or teasing 
about it.

Wayne public safety director heads 
law enforcement training council 


Ray LeCornu, Wayne’s Director 
of Public Safety, recently was 
elected chairman of the Michigan 
Law Enforcement Officers Train- 
ing Council (MLEOTC). 

Appointed to the 11-member 
council in 1980 by Gov. William Mil- 
liken. LeCornu will head an orga- 
nization with a staff of 17 persons, 
who handle employment standards 
and training for law enforcement 
officers throughout Michigan. 

According to Michigan law, all 
police officers must complete a 320- 
hour basic training course that in- 
cludes a variety of subjects, cover- 
ing nearly 50 areas of crime preven- 
tion and enforcement . LeCornu said 
he supports the philosophy that 
through mandated training the resi- 
dents of Michigan will have the 
finest officers the discipline has to 
offer. 

In addition to basic instruction, 
the Training Council recently 
established a pre-service training 
program at colleges and universi- 
ties. Some 181 candidates com- 
pleted such training at 10 different 
schools in 1980-81, working towards 
associate and baccalaureate de- 
grees. 


“Wayne police officers are 
trained beyond that which is man- 
dated by state law,” LeCornu re- 
ported. 'All Wayne officers have 
been trained and are certified with 
the use of the radar unit (speed 
measuring device) as well as a re- 
latively new method in the use of the 
baton . also known as the night stick 

• ’The new method is known as the 
Lamb Method,”' he added. "This 
method is less likely to result in se- 
rious permanent injury or death to 
a subject when it is necessary to use 
the baton.” 

LeCornu also pointed out that all 
Wayne police officers are trained in 
the use of firearms and auxiliary 
officers in the community are not 
allowed to carry firearms until they 
complete training and receive a 
permit from the Wayne County Con- 
cealed Weapon Licensing Board. 

“I believe the City of Wayne is 
committed to training employees in 
areas related to their work respon- 
sibilities." said LeCornu. "but not 
to merely buying college degrees.

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Arson supected 


Fire leaves Wayne family homeless 


Two Wavne house 
fires earlier this week 
have left one family 
homeless and resulted 
in an arson investiga- 
tion. 

Fourteen Wayne 
fire fighters battled a 
blaze at 34295 Winslow 
for some 30 minutes 
last Monday morning 
before getting the 
situation under con- 
trol. Fire fighter Lee 
Gibelyou was treated 
for a minor blister in- 
jury at Annapolis Hos- 
pital and released 

Mrs. Elsie Gates, 51, 
owner of the two-story 
frame home and her 
16-year-old son, who 


was in the basement at 
the time of the fire, 
both escaped injury. 
Fire Chief Ken War- 
field reported that the 
fire was caused by a 
cord of an upstairs fan 
which ignited nearby 
bedding material. 

At noon on last Tues- 
day fire fighters again 
returned to the south 
end of the community 
to extinguish a fire at 
the home of John R 
Walker, located at 
34823 Phyllis. The fire 
was confined to a rear 
storage area in the 
one-story dwelling. 
Warfield said 

No injuries were re- 
ported as firefighters 


worked for 15 minutes 
to control the fire, 
which resulted in an 
estimated $10,000 
worth of damage 
throughout the build- 
ing An investigation 
into the cause of the 
blaze has been laun- 
ched with arson listed 
as “probably.” the 
chief revealed. 

Warfield termed the 
fire on Winslow “one 
of the most severe 
house fires we’ve had 
in Wayne during the 
last year and a half .” 

“Fire was coming 
out of all the second 
floor windows when 
fire fighters arrived,’* 


he said, “the initial 
concern was to res- 
trict it to that building 
before it spread to 
neighboring homes. 

“Once again this 
shows the importance 
of having smoke de- 
tectors in the home,’ 
he continued this 
house had a smoke de- 
tector on the first floor 
but none on the 
second If there had 
been a smoke detector 
on the second floor the 
residents would have 
been alerted much 
sooner.” 

Warfield said the at- 
tic fan which started 
the fire had been “run- 
ning for possibly two 


days” and noted that 
the Gates family has 
no insurance to cover 
the estimated $25,000 
worth of damage. 
Approximate value of 
the dwelling was 
placed at $35,000. 

“It was gutted pret- 
ty good,” explained 
Warfield, “the founda- 
tion might be able to 
be salvaged. As for the 
neighbor’s home , 
there was only slight 
shutter damage to the 
house on the east.” 

Wayne fire fighters 
toiled for nearly 3*2 
hours before finishing 
cleanup operations at 
the site.

Ordeal may be just beginning 
for Gates’ household

“I have no idea where we're 
going to live,” lamented Mrs. 
Elsie Gates, a day after fire 
nearly destroyed the Wayne 
house she had lived in since 1949. 

In this case the “we” refers to 
Mrs. Gates, 51, and four of her 
eight children who resided in the 
two-story frame dwelling at 
34295 Winslow. On Monday 
morning a fire ignited by an up- 
stairs fan resulted in an esti- 
mated $25,000 worth of damage 
at a house valued at approx- 
imately $35,000. 

And to make matters worse, 
Mrs. Gates, who is divorced, has 
no insurance to cover the exten- 
sive costs. 

“Some time back I was told I’d 
have to make some improve- 
ments to get insurance,” ex- 
plained Mrs. Gates, who is tem- 
porarily living with her daugh- 
ter, Lynn Montgomery of 
Westland. “We were just begin- 
ning to make repairs, we had 
taken care of the roof and 
then, . ” 


She didn *t need to explain what 
happened next. Fire Chief Ken 
Warfield provided all the details. 

According to Warfield, the 
lack of a second-floor smoke de- 
tector in the Gates’ house had 
cost the family valuable mo- 
ments in being alerted to the 
blaze. A neighbor eventually re- 
ported the blaze to the Wayne 
Fire Department. 

“I was in the kitchen getting 
ready for work when I heard 
noise coming from upstairs.” 
Mrs. Gates recalled. “But I 
thought some kids were just 
throwing things at the window. 
Then the man across the street 
was screaming at me to get out. 

“My 16-year-old son was 
asleep downstairs and someone 
yelled for him to get out, too.” 

Fortunately there were no ma- 
jor injuries in what proved to be a 
30-minute ordeal as Wayne fire 
fighters fought to keep the blaze 
from spreading to other dwell- 
ings. Mrs. Gates’ three other 
sons who lived in the house were 
not present at the time. 

For the Gates’ family, howev- 
er, the ordeal may be only begin- 


ning. 

Employed at Wayne County 
Community College for 30 hours 
per week, Mrs. Gates nets less 
than $200 a week without person- 
al benefits or insurance. She said 
she no longer receives the Aid to 
Dependent Children (ADC) 
assistance that helped the Gates’ 
household survive for years. 

“They tell me that it could take 
six to 12 months to have our home 
repaired,” Mrs. Gates ex- 
plained. “My boys are carpen- 
ters and they could do some of 
the work but the house would 
have to be rewired.” 

Wayne Community Develop- 
ment Director John Zech said the 
damage at the house may be too 
extensive to qualify for housing 
rehabilitation funds but added 
that he planned to investigate the 
matter. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Gates' 
youngest son, aged 10, is residing 
at his grandmother’s house in 
Hillsdale. Another son is living at 
a friend's house. 

“I just don't know what we’re 
going to do,” the mother 
admitted.

Capital punishment . . . 
rot in Michigan , please 


I was recently saddened when capital punish- 
ment was put on the ballot for a constitutional 
amendment allowing it to be used on those who 
commit various violent crimes 
They say that the majority of Michiganders 
favour captial punishment 
If Michiganders were informed on this issue, 
most Michiganders wouldn't favor this uncon- 
stitutional cruel and unusual punishment. 

Capital punishment has been proven not to 
deter crime. Eleven states have higher murder 
rates than Michigan. All, except Alaska, have 
capital punishment. Alabama. California. Flor- 
ida. Georgia, Louisiana. Mississippi, Nevada. 
North & South Carolina, and Texas have higher 
murder rates, and capital punishment. 

In a letter to me. Congressman William Ford 
stated that capital punishment does not deter 
crime. Of the spv^p states with the lowest mur- 
der rates, five have abolished capital punish- 
ment. Over 1 3 of the states without capital 
punishment are in the lowest seven in murder 
rate. Washington DC has no death penalty. 

Fourteen Amercian cities have higher crime 
indexes. Twelve ( 86 % ) of these cities have capit- 
al punishment, yet 72.5% of all Americans live 
with capital punishment. Proving that higher 
crime rates come with capital punishment. 

Over 10 % of all those killed, in America, by 
capital punishment (between 1930 & 1979) were 
later found innocent. There were probably 
others really innocent, but never found inno- 
cent. You might say, so what about the 10 %, 
what about the 90% ? All I can say is. some day 
you could be one of these 10 f r ‘ 

Capital punishment is obviously used unfair- 
ly. 53 5 r < of those executed, from 1930-1979, were 
black It doesn t seem likely that a 14-15% 


minority could or would commit over half of all 
of the violent crimes in America . Capital punish- 
ment has been known to be used to eliminate 
communists and various other pariahs. 

According to F Lee Bailey < a highly respected 
lawyer) . it can cost the government (you) up to 
a million dollars to go through with one execu- 
tion. Now. how much do you think it costs to put a 
criminal in jail? This cost could be cut if we put 
prisoners in special labour programs. If we 
murdered criminals, it would just a waste of our 
tax money. If we kept capital punishment abo- 
lished, and introduced labour programs for 
those serving sentences for violent crimes, 
more of our tax dollars would go toward depart- 
ments needing more money. 

According to Willis X Harris. President of 
Michigan Lifers Association. “People who do 
have the opportunity to think rationally can be 
deterrred by the (capital punishment) 
threat. . 1 think that anyone who thinks 

rationally before murdering someone will either 
stop what they're doing because they know kill- 
ing is wrong, or they will think that they will be 
able to get away with it. 

It has also been proven that those who want to 
die, commit a violent crime to get the death 
penalty. 

All three of our representatives (Ford, Levin, 
& Riegle) in Washington oppose capital punish- 
ment. Do they know something that the suppor- 
ters of capital punishment don t know? 

Yes, our crime rate is too high, but capital 
punishment is not the answer.

It is consciously cruel and definite- 
ly cowardly to hide behind someone 
else’s name to express an opinion you 
feel that should be publicized. 

Over the more than two decades 
sitting on this side of the typewriter, I 
have never been ashamed of what I 
have had to say. And I. when writing 
an opinionated column, always use a 
by-line. 

Why “dirty politics' ? 

I have never really been able to 
answer that question because early 
in life I was taught that you do unto 
others as you wish them to do unto 
you. 

Fortunately the victims will be 
able to shrug this off. although they 
will wince at some of the material 
fchich is being circulated in Romu- 
lus. In Westland. In Van Buren. Is 
there a city or township immune? 

I have always felt that the worst 
thing that could happen to one seek- 
ing an elected office, is to be elected 
to that office. There are some really 
fine candidates running such as Wii- 
liam Ford, who is seeking reelection 
to Congress from the 15th District :

To lump mental illness and 
mental retardation into one form 
of need is like saying, “all neuro- 
logical diseases and disorders 
are the same, i e. , Multiple Scler- 
osis, Muscular Dystrophy, brain 
damage from accidents, alcohol 
abuse, drug abuse, etc." All the 
above are not treated the same. 
Neither are mental illness and 
mental retardation, which have 
many known and unknown 
causes. 

Group home living for a seg- 
ment of our retarded citizens is 
just one phase in the total de- 
velopment in the treatment for 
each person to reach their high- 
est potential as a human being 
and as a citizen in our com- 
munity. 

As a volunteer, I met many re- 
sidents of our institutions for the 
developmental^ disabled. After 
working on volunteer commit- 
tees, I realized that all institu- 
tions can do is fill a stomach and 
keep bottoms dry — and not very 
well at that. 

I have watched the same dis- 
abled citizens develop and grow 
beyong my most optimistic ex- 
pectations in group homes. The 
ladies dress up in nylons and 
heels with their hair dressed hv 


The doctor’s secret 


Oneevemng at a dinner party a 
well-known doctor leaned across 
the table and said to me. “I read 
your column and if you promise 
never to reveal my name, I will 
tell ydU something that happened 
to me a few years ago that I’ve 
never been able to explain. 

I told him I would never reveal 
his name and so for this column 
we will call him Doctor X. 

It seems that about ten year 
ago Dr. X and his wife had gone 
up into the wilds of northern 
Canada with another doctor and 
his wife for a few days of relaxa- 
tion. boating and maybe a bit of 
fishing. 

“The cabin we had rented was 
a one room cabin, with a huge 
stone fireplace. After a day of 
hiking through the woods, and 
getting our boat ready for the 
next day’s fishing, we were pret- 
ty tired, and decided to retire 
early., 


“But as often happens with 
me. my tiredness didn’t extend 
to my eyes, and sleep just 
wouldn't come. While our wives 
slept. Dr. C and I lay there in our 
respective beds and talked, when 
suddenly a picture flashed on the 
wall at the foot of my bed. 

• • I saw one of my patients stag- 
gering out of his bed in his home, 
and grasping for something to 
hang onto. I saw him fall to the 
floor. I saw his wife jump out of 
bed and lean over him. 

“And then the picture faded. I 
told my friend what I had seen, 
describing it in minute detail, 
and as I finished another picture 
flashed on the wall. 

"This time it showed my pa- 
tient in the hospital, with an ox- 
ygen tent and nurses and doctors 
hurrying in and out of the room . I 
saw his wife sitting on a chair 
outside his door, wringing her 


hands and crying. 

“Again I described to my 
friend what I was seeing. Then 
the picture was gone. 

“ 'I’ve got to go home,’ I told 
him. That patient is one of my 
favorite people, and I know he 
will die unless I am there.’ I 
wakened my wife and the four of 
us immediately took off for 
home. 

“When at last I reached the 
hospital I rushed in and sure 
enough, my patient was listed in 
serious condition. I rushed up- 
stairs and into his room. 

“His wife stood up and said, 
Oh thank God. you're here.' As 
she said this, my patient’s eyes 
opened, and he said very weakly, 
“I’m glad you are here. Doc. I 
would have died if you hadn't 
come. Now I’ll get well." 

“And he did. I really didn’t do 
that much different from the 
treatment he was receiving. But

FULTON — On the porch steps 
of my grandmother’s house. 
What is there about Grand- 
mother's houses that bring back 
pleasant memories and comforts 
of the womb? I feel content here 
and-yes-safe. Far from city 
pressures and city fears. 

And. as the years go by. I feel 
the need, more and more, to 
come here. 

Grama (that was how she 
signed her name) isn’t here any- 
more. Her grave is under a 
spreading tree in the Ahmeek 
Cemetery amid the sea grasses 
and her beloved wildflowers The 
keepers of the cemetery, in their 
infinite wisdom, said “no” to 
manicured landscaping and 
same^shaped headstones, and it 
is as pleasant a place as any up 
here. 

The people here are as differnt 
from the “down-statersas is the 


terrain. The isolation, the dis- 
tance from the big cities, keeps 
this culture separate and unique 

— a culture the people here work 
hard at maintaining. 

Their way with words, much 
like the Pennsylvania Dutch, is 
grating to some (especially to 
those trying to get away from it 

— to assimilate into the “real 
world ”), but become more and 
more pleasing to me. As though 
the language ceased to be. this 
place would cease to be. 

Mother Nature is in charge 
here, on this small point of land 
pushing into the mighty and un- 
predictable Lake Superior, and 
the people know better than to 
try to do battle with her. Instead, 
they bend, adapt — enjoy. 

The raging winters are a 
source of pride here to the ones 
hardy enough to endure them 
The others make no apologies. 


It’s the way life is when Mother 
Nature has the upper hand. 

The climate, the terrain, the 
vegetation is as near as you can 
get to Scandinavia, I hear. In pic- 
tures sent from Finland of rela- 
tives still living there, I see in the 
background chinked log build- 
ings constructed in the same 
fashion as those I once thought 
were unique only to here. 

Those far away people in those 
photographs are standing by 
Mountain Ash trees as big as the 
one that once stood in Grama's 
front yard. 

The wildflowers are the same ; 
the rocky farmland is the same 
Fish and dairy products are the 
mainstays there, as they are 
here in the Copper Country. 

The mining industry here, cru- 
cial to the economy since the be- 
ginning. is dead and gone More 
and more, I see houses being 
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beauticians to go to a dance; the 
fellows wear ties and suits to go 
on shopping trips and to attend 
social events. They enjoy telling 
of their everyday experiences — 
workshop, school and social out- 
ings. 

Have you ever imagined being 
blind and deaf 1 I know a young 
lady who is both. She can talk 
very well — granted it is a little 
loud at times, but remember, she 
is deaf. She can dress herself, fix 
her hair, brush her teeth, eat 
without spilling her food or 
drink. In my estimation, she is a 
genius to be able to do all the 
things she does, and enjoy life 
and people while being blind and 
deaf. She lives in a group home 
and has learned many new skills 
since leaving the institution. She 
needed the small group and per- 
sonal help she receives in a group 
home. 

I have lived, worked and paid 
taxes in Westland for 20 years. I 
have had 41 foster children of va- 
rious abilities who have been 
accepted and loved by my com- 
munity. I have worked for pay 
and volunteered for community 
organizations and church, so I 
have worked and lived 24-hours a 
day with people of lesser abilities 
than I.

some. I have chosen to respond 
and carry out my responsibilities 
to my constituents up until the 
time they determine otherwise.

Subse- 
quently, he was appointed Police 
Commander with no further 
background checks run because 
he was already a member of the 
force. 

One cannot quarterback the 
Chief for not finding the question- 
able information, for the check 
was considered routine. 

However, it was equally unfair 
to criticize the Board for not hav- 
ing provided more information 
to the then Chief settle chteck 
could have been more enlight- 
ening. 

I did not have any more in- 
formation to give and by the vary 
nature of his position, as a pro- 
fessional Police Chief, a name 
should have been sufficient to 
accomplish the task. Additional- 
ly , correspondence from a Michi- 
gan State Police search as late as 
January 11, 1982, indicated no- 
thing negative.

labelled, more wisely contracted 
with Bartell and Bartell, Ltd . a 
professional police consulting 
firm, to put their trust in for a 
“pre-employment" check and 
recommendation. 

In closing, I sincerely appreci- 
ate the zealousness of the resi- 
dents for good township govern- 
ment and look forward to a better 
exchange of information on a 
regular basis through the newly 
created Citizens Public Safety 
Coordination Council.

Employment 

problems of 
older workers

The question of what special problems older 
workers experience is not easily answered. 
There are numerous myths about the abilities or 
lack of abilities of older workers, particularly 
regarding their health, learning capabilities, 
and the cost of fringe benefits and pensions 
plans. In fact, older workers are productive, 
trainable, have fewer accidents, stay with the 
company for a long period of time, have good 
attendance and have many other valuable 
assets. 

The high unemployment rate and the 
State's current economic condition is a problem 
for everyone. But unlike other age groups, older 
workers must face their own negative attitudes 
about working, the myths, and pervasive age 
discrimination in the work place. 

However, all is not gloom. All of these factors 
can be overcome through information and 
education. Part of the activities of my agency, 
the Office of Services to the Aging, is to work in 
this area. 

Unfortunately, for one out of every three cou- 
ples and one out of every six single persons, 
retirement signals the beginning of the road to 
economic hardship. 

If that person is a woman , the situation is even 
worse. Forty-nine out of every 50 older women 
experience finacial hardship. The income of 
these retirees is not adequate to cover inflation, 
the rising cost of health care, taxes, and the 
various other costs of retirement living. The 
solution to these financial realities, like the 
problems, are complex. 

First, older workers must overcome their own 
negative attitudes about working. Then they 
must overcome any negative attitudes potential 
employers might have. Those who do encounter 
age discrimination should contact the Michigan 
Office of Civil Rights immediately. 

In dealing with employers, the Office is in- 
volved in encouraging employers to consider 
alternate workstyles to accomodate the needs of 
all workers, especially those who are older. 
We’ve found many employers do not know that 
according to census projections by the year 2010, 
40 percent of the work force will be 45 years old 
or older. Some older people will have many 
reasons for working. At the top of the list are 
financial necessity and the quest for life satis- 
faction. 

Whatever the reason, the solution for many 
people will be part-time work within the finan- 
cial restrictions of their Social Security benefits. 
For others, postponing retirement may be a vi- 
able option. Alternative work arrangements, 
like retraining, deployment, phased retirement, 
flextime, shared jobs may be the most viable 
choice for still others. 

Retraining is providing training to a worker in 
a new area. Deployment is demotion by agree- 
ment, sometimes accompanied by retraining. 
Phased retirement is an alternative which 
allows those employeess approaching retire- 
ment to take time off for long periods without 
pay, at no reduction of pension or benefits. For 
example, one plan allows a person to take 40 
paid days off during the four months preceding 
retirement. And, flextime offers variable work 
hours, as does job sharing. 

The Office is currently engaged in a survey of 
businesses that utilize these employment op- 
tions. Once the survey is completed, the in- 
formation will be distributed throughout the 
state. This will become part of our ongoing pub- 
lic information efforts to educate the public, old- 
er people and employers about the positive be- 
nefits of older workers.

Tips for trimming excess line 
will provide ‘third hand’

and perch dinners as well as shrimp 
dinners and buckets.

One of the most difficult things for 
a fisherman to do in his boat is trim 
away excess monofilament line af- 
ter tying on a new lure. 

Imagine the problem. With one 
hand he holds the lure and with the 
other he holds the excess line under 
tension. Now, with his third hand he 
opens a knife and cuts away. 

None of us has three hands, but 
most anglers wish they could find 
an occasional helping hand. Trim- 
ming away excess line is important 
__ because you want to make the cut as 
close to the knot as possible, there- 
by eliminating any line Which might 
interfere with the action of the lure. 

Some additional third-hand needs 
are lure repair, hook sharpening, 
spooling new line on a reel, wire 
leader tying, and many other on- 


board chores. 

For those times when two hands 
aren’t enough, here’s an idea that 
makes three-handed work simple. 
Somewhere along the gunwale of 
your boat, preferably near the 
fishing seats, mount one or two 
large paper clamps, the spring- 
loaded kind normally used to hold a 
dozen or so sheets of paper 
together. 


Available in any office supply 
store, these have two projecting 
arms which are drilled in the ends 
to allow them to be mounted on a 1 
wall or board. 


Fix the clamps in your boat so the 
gripping edges are turned upward 
When you need that helping hand, 
press the clamp open, insert the 
line, hook or whatever you’re work- 
ing with, and the spring-loaded 
jaws will hold the object secure.

Huron reports first case 


Local horses threatened by 
equine infectious disease 


The first horse striken with 
Equine Infectious Anema in 1982 in 
the Wayne County area was di- 
agnosed as a postive carrier on the 
last week of June in Huron 
Township. 

• Naturally this caused a great 
deal of concern and some panic by 
area horseman." said Betty Bas- 
chal and in a step to counter-act this 
panic, a meeting was called at 
Beuthin's indoor arena on Merri- 
man Road. Dr. Cole. State Veter- 
inarian, met with approximately 85 
horsemen on July 15, 1982. 

Dr. Cole outlined a brief history of 
the disease which was first di- 
agnosed in France in 1843. The first 
confirmed case in the United States 
was in 1901. Since then $250 million 
dollars have been spent on research 
of the disease and there are still no 
real answers. There is still no vac- 
cine or treatment for El A There 
are three phases of the disease: 
Acute, Sub-acute and in-apparent 


horse is afflicted with E.A.l they 
will always have it. 


However, they can only infect 
other horses when they are visually 
sick. A horse in the acute phase will 
die or have to be destroyed. In the 
sub-acute phase this horse will be 
visually sick and then seem to get 
better . and relapse .This could go on 
for some months, but eventually 
this phase will also be fatal. The 
third phase, the inapparent carrier, 
is the horseman s dilemma, as this 
horse shows positive to the diagnos- 
tic test for E.I.A. but is perfectly 
healthy. 


needle The best way to prevent the 
disease is to keep your barn area as 
clean and bug free as possible, 
spray your horses and always use a 
separate sterilized needle for each 
horse when giving shots.

Unlike encephamelitus, or brain- 
fever, the equine is the only known 
reservoir for E.I.A., therefore it 
cannot be transferred to man. or 
other animals. The biggest carrier 
or method of E.I.A. spread is the 
large horse fly and a hypodermic 


In Michigan in 1981 they quaran- 
teened 30 positive horses and 45 in 
1982 so far. Although only about 25- 
30 thousand horses were tested (by 
the Coggins Test) of the approx- 
imately 175.000 horse population of 
Michigan . there is great concern . In 
this area there was only one horse 
tested positive in 1981 and now the 
one in 1982 These horses are 
quarantined for 30 days and then 
re-tested. If they continue to test 
positive, they must be kept on the 
owner’s property. Many positive 
tested horses have been stabled 
side by side with negative horses for 
years and never passed the disease. 


Dr Cole says, E.I.A. is something 
to be concerned about, but don't 
panic or keep your horses from 
shows, trail rides or lessons.

“THE BOTTLE LAW* 


his law affects us whenever we 
pop or beer yet we probably do 
know what it says. What does it 
? Some of the pertinent sections 
as follows: 

L dealer shall not. within this 


state, sell, offer for sale, or give to 
consumers a nonreturnable con- 
tainer or a beverage in a nonreturn- 
able container. 

“Beverage” means a soft drink, 
soda water, carbonated natural or 
mineral water, or other nonalcoho- 
lic carbonated drink; beer, ale or 
other malt drink of whatever alco- 
holic content. “Dealer” means an 
individual, partnership, corpora- 
tion, association or other legal enti- 
ty who sells or offers for sale to con- 
sumers within this state a beverage 
in a beverage container, including 
an operator of a vending machine. 

A dealer shall not refuse to accept 
from a person an empty returnable 
container of any kind, size and

brand sold by that dealer, nor re- 
fuse to pay to the person its full re- 
fund value in cash. The dealer does 
not have to give a refund if: ( 1 ) the 
beverage is consumed on the pre- 
mises and no deposit is received by 
the dealer, or (2) the empty return- 
able container does not state there- 
on the refund value of the container 
and the name of this state. 

A dealer within this state shall not 
sell, offer for sale, or give to con- 
sumers a metal beverage contain- 
er, any part of which becomes de- 
tached when opened. 

A dealer distributor or manufac- 
turer who violates this act shall be 
fined not less than $100.00 nor more 
than $1000.00 and costs of prosecu- 
tion Every day a violation occurs is 
a seperate offense.
